CATTLE’S PARADISE. 


An Idaho stockman thinks he has 
found the live stock El Dorado in the Col- 
ville valley, state of Washington. There, he 
says, is heaven for the bovine species; ‘and, 
according to a statement he recently gave 
to a prominent newspaper of that section, 
he is shifting his cattle from the fast-disap 
pearing ranges of the Nez Perce country in 
Idaho to the Colville Indian reservation, in 
‘the beautiful mountain-bound valley to 
which it owes its name. 

‘If a cow has a paradise,” says this en- 
thusiast, “the Colville valley is it. The 
three things essential in cattle-raising— 
shade, water and feed—are present in 
abundance in the Colville country. It is a 
new field, and the people are just waking 
up to its possibilities.” 

All of which would be of no interest 
whatsoever to readers of The Constitution 
in the southeast, some thousands of miles 
from the Colville, except for one thing: 
That this enterprising and pioneering cat- 
tleman is altogether mistaken in his geog- 
raphy—and that makes it intensely interest- 
ing to southeasterners. 

He is mistaken, because the bovine para- 
dise, if there is such a place in the United 
States, is not where he thinks it is, but in 
the diagonally opposite corner of the map. 

Probably there is no better cattle coun- 
try remaining in the far west than is the 
Colville. It is true that it affords “shade, 
water and feed” in abundance—especially 
the first two—but that combination of con- 
ditions alone, while, perhaps, supplying the 
essentials of cattle-raising, lack a whole lot 
of constituting a bovine “paradise.” 

What about climate? 

From comparatively early in the fall 
until late in the spring the cattle of that 
“heaven” have to be fed from the mow or 
stack, and, consequently, and largely owing 
to the extremely short growing season, the 
stock must be kept off the best pasture 
lands in order that the native grasses and 
the timothy meadows may mature to supply 
winter hay. This practically limits the graz- 
ing lands to the wooded foothills and moun- 
tain sides, where the grass, owing to the 
heavy undergrowth and forest shade, is 
comparatively sparse and of inferior quality. 

For from three to five months in the 
year the snow blankets the ground to a 
depth of two to four or five feet—much 
deeper, of course, in the mountains; and in 
the short summer months the gnats and 
mosquitoes do their full part in making the 
cattle’s “paradise” a hell on earth and a con- 
tinuous round of torment. 

But, withal, it is a good country; and we 
have no desire to disparage it; only we do 
regret that this gentleman, seeking new and

greener pastures for his cattle, did not come 


down here—to south Georgia, for instance— 
and look this country over before pronounc- 
ing another “a cattle paradise.” 

Here we have every one of the “three 
essentials” he enumerates, fully up to the 
standard of the Colville or any other valley 
on the face of this continent; and we have 
the fourth, and most important one: Cl. 
mate. Also several “luxuries” to boot! 

In south Georgia are hundreds of thousands 
of acres of as fine grazing land as the cattle- 
man or sheepman could find in a world-wide 
search—water, plentiful and pure; shade in

PERILS OF FLYING. 

No completely satisfying explanation has 
as yet been given covering the extremely 
heavy death rate among military aviation 
students during the last few weeks; and the 
only hope for a reduction in this terrible 
toll in the future that we have been given 
lies in the announcement that aviation train- 
ing grounds are to be enlarged, giving the 
student-pilots more room in the air, hoping 
thereby to minimize the hazard of collisions. 

A recent statement by a conspicuous avia- 
tion officer of the British army probably af- 
fords a measure of explanation of the in- 
creasing number of air fatalities. This of- 
ficer says that aerial acrobatics, such as the 
loop-the-loop, the nose dive, the “falling 
leaf,” and such other hair-raising perform- 
ances as, prior to the war, were considered 


merely as daredevil carnival tricks, must | 
“of necessity” be part of the aviator’s fight- , 


ing routine. The military flyer, therefore, 


before he may hope to be entrusted to meet 


the foe in air, must be able to perform all 
sorts of aerial gymnastics which only a short 
time ago only a very few of the most reck- 
less and expert exhibition aviators dared 
essay—and many more, because the exigen- 
cies of actual combat among the clouds have 
necessitated many new and daring aerial 
gyrations, such, for example, as the “Immel- 
man turn,“ never known before the war. 

Another explanation probably lies in the 
fact that the majority of America’s first 
class of aerial recruits only recently reached 
the stage in their training calling for solo“ 
flights. During the first few months of the 
aviation recruit’s course of training he is 
exposed to no great danger. 
his instruction is on terra firma, and during 
his instruction flights he is in a machine in 
company with an expert pilot, so, of course, 
things are not so likely to go wrong. And 
it is a noticeable fact that the majority of 
aviation camp fatalities of recent weeks in- 
volved planes that were being driven by re- 
cruit “soloists.” 

Such accidents are to be expected. They 
may be decreased in number—and let us 
devoutly hope they will be—but it is hardly 
to be thought that they can be wholly pre- 
vented, for so long as young men by the 
thousands have to learn to make an every- 
day business of doing aerial “thrillers” that 
only the most foolhardy flyers of a year or 
two ago would dare tackle, there is bound 
to be a continuation of aerial smashups. 

When Pegoud first did the loop-the-loop 
in France some years ago the public ex- 
pressed doubt as to whether he could repeat 
the trick and live; but he did, again and 
again, and soon daredevil flyers all over the 
world were doing it on exhibition occasions, 
while crowds looked up in breathless won- 
derment. Now it is something that every 
aviation student has to do as a part of his 
instruction; and it is one of the simplest of 
the tricks he has to master before he can 
get in line for distinction against the Boches. 

Think, then, of what we may expect in

life after the war! Thousands upon thou- 


sands of surviving skilled air pilots, experts 


whose daily routine had been doing tricks 
in the air which a short time ago would 
have been considered utterly suicidal—and 
with machines perfected to a degree un- 
dreamed of even today—will be scattered 
throughout the world. 


In consequence of which can there be a : 


limit to the possibilities which our imagina- 


tions might conjure? 
But in the schooling and the practicing | 


of those men, lamentable as it may be, the 
grim fact remains that we must expect re- 
currences from time to time, of the deplor- 
able fatalities which are inevitable while so 
many of our sons and brothers are acquiring 


the superlative degree of expertness which 
the war service demands.

the theories of the situation. The experi- 
ment of the Bolsheviki, the old experiment of 
the lamb and the wolf has had the customary 
sequel. The wolf has eaten the lamb, in 
self-defense, of course, and there is no in- 
centive for any other lamb to imitate the 
Russian example. We know, we all know, 
what some of us at all times suspected, that 
the German remains committed to the old 
ideas, the old methods and the old appe- 
tites. And to recognize these truths is 
to recognize the necessity of going back 
to the trenches and fighting it out. 

It ie not true that all this talk has prov- 
en of a patent disadvantage to the allies. 
It is not true that the words of President 
Wilson and of Lioyd-George have served to 
weaken allied morale and to contribute to 
German strength. On the contrary, since 
we are democratic nations, since the rule of 
the millions is absolute, it is necessary that 
those who represent the millions should make 
clear to them the issues and the principles, 
for which the millions must fight. We have 
had, after a fashion, a referendum in all the al- 
lied nations, and the result has been as sat- 
isfactory as was that referendum, which 
was the election of 1864 in our own civil 
war. 

Frenchmen, Britons, Italians, Americans 
will fight better and endure more cheerftlly, 
because there has been made clear to them 
the essential righteousness of their own 
cause and the palpable evil of the German 
purpose. This is the solid gain. In ad- 
dition it is not over optimistic to believe 
that the same demonstration of German pur- 
poses, the complete exposure of German de- 
signs to the people of Austria and of Ger- 
many has had an effect, an effect which 
cannot be measured now, but may easily 
be measured, if Germany makés an unsuccess- 
ful attack upon the western froat. 


TWO EXTREMES 
IN VIEW. 

There are two sts of views in the world 
today, in allied countries. On the one side 
is the conviction that it is necessary to 
fight and not to talk, on the other is the 
belief that talk can settle the whole prob- 
lem and further fighting is useless. But 
between these two extremes is the real 
opinion of the majority of all allied publics. 
It is necessary to keep our own purposes 
clearly before our populations, to insure their 
support; it is necessary to keep on fighting 
just as long as German clings to the be- 
lief that he can dominate the world and 
compel his enemies to acknowledge the 
German victory in this war. 

The German peace offensive has failed. 
It has failed completely and the result has 
been to increase the solidarity of the na- 
tions allied against German greed and to 
reinvigorate the masses, who are to do the 
fighting. These masses know now, what 
they did not know a few months ago, what 
their own sufferings and the confusion of 
voices disguised, they know that the Ger- 
man is unchanged and untamed, that he is 
still the German of August, 1914, that his 
words of peace disguise purposes of murder, 
that his promises of no annexations and no in- 
demnities mean other bargains like Brest- 
Litovsk. 

Knowing this, the people of all the allied 
nations will fight, they will fight the bet- 
ter for the complete demonstration they 
have had of the world eituation. We may 
only speculate as to the effect upon German 
and Austrian morale of the recent peace of- 
fensive, but we can see and feel what it has

As a 
consequence he has fair enduranee. He can 
hold his breath—few readers wil) believe this, 
yet it is gospel truth—one minute without 
preparation, and two minutes with prepara- 
tion. The average healthy individual can 
hold his breath forty seconds. An individual 
with autointoxication, acidosis, heart muscle 
degeneration, or arteriosclerosis has to come 
up for air in something less than thirty 
seconds. A student out in California held his 
breath over eight minutes after filling up 
his system with oxygen from a tank; and 
another in Massachusetts, a state where 
taciturnity is a virtue, held his breath thir- 
teen minutes after similar preparation. 

But a Minnesota baby has all these pikers 
beaten several versts. Her mother is our 
authority for it:— 

What can I do to break my baby of 
the habit of holding his breath? He is one 
and one-half years old and has been holding 
his breath since he was six months old. 
Seems to get worse all the time, that is, it 
is harder to make him resume breathing 
again. He does it when getting hurt mostly. 
but sometimes when irritated or angry, espe- 
cially if he is tired.’ Some people say it is 
just temper and that he ought to be whipped 
hard for it. Should I whip him when he is 
holding his breath, or should I do it after- 
ward? He seems so young, I should think 
too young to realize why I am whipping him. 
I have never heard of a child dying from 
holding the breath, but am told by some 
people that such a thing can occur. The 
baby is very good and seems quite healthy 
every other way. Throwing cold water in 
his face used to bring him out of it, but 
now seems to do no good. Please let me 
know if he is in any danger to his life and 
what I ought to do.” 
oven if the baby has held his breath a 
year, the mother need not worry. The rea- 


son he holds it is to make her worry. If 
he sees she isn’t worried in the least, he will 


call the game a tie and quit, after a few 
scoreless innings. At the age of a year a 
baby doés a lot of cool calculating. He reck- 
ons he can get what he wants when he wants 
it if he impresses his mother sufficiently. 
So if other means fail, the little bear holds 
his breath. 

Now anyone who would have a baby 
whipped for such a perfectly legitimate 
trick is no good adviser for a mother to 
consult. 

Let the baby go on holding his breath. 
but at the same time let him see you are 
not interested in his performance, and be- 
fore he has held it another six months he 
will be ready to quit that trick and think up 
a better one.

the body of the Prussian captain who 
led the recent assault upon the sector 
northwest of Toul, shows how com- 
pletely the Germans prepare their 
raids—if, in fact, this was but a sim- 
ple raid not having as its ultimate ob- 
ject the retention of a@ portion of the 
salient. 

The map goes into suth detail as to 
show every machine gun emplacement, 
every trench and every depression in 
the ground within the American lines. 
At the bottom there is simply a line 


drawn, labeled “our front line.” Along} 


this line are five shaded portions, each 
marked nest.“ 

Four rehearsals were held for the 
attack and the troops who made it 
were specially» picked from new ar- 
rivals of fresh troops in the sector. 
They were told that the Americans 
were in front of them. 

Germans Started From Nests. 

After the artillery had carefully 
levelled the American position the Ger- 
mans started out from their nests, 
each of which contained forty infan- 
trymen, one lieutenant, and three pion- 
eers to precede the infantry and five 
to follow it. The two groups upon the 
American extreme right went around 
the flank, and the group upon the ex- 
treme left carried out a similar move- 
ment there. 

The two groups in the center had 
planned to attack directly, but the 
American defense changed all the plans. 
When they were met by the heavy 
machine gunfire from the American 
lines they saw it would be impossible 
to gain a footing there, changed their 
direction and followed the other 
groups around the flank. The duty 
of the pioneers preceding the infantry 
was to clean u nv wire that had not 
béen broken by the artillery, which 
the pioneers who followed carried 
large quantities of explosives for the 
purpose of cleaning up the dugovts. 

What German Prisoners Say. 

Official reports of the interrogation 
of the prisoners taken by the Ameri- 
eans show that all of em did not 
believe Germany would win the war. 
One of the men told the intelligence 
officers he presumed that the Ameri- 
eans, like the Germans, did not want 
to fight but had to. The officers 
quickly changed the German’s view- 
point by informing him that all of the 
troops in the attacked positions were 
volunteers.

German tanks, they said. All of them 
added they were glad to have n 
taken prisoner, especially by the 
Americans, because they believed they 
would be well treated. 

The prisoners’ accounts showed that 
the sector opposite the American posi- 
tion was commanded by General Stalz- 
mann. 

Savannah Boy’s Story eof Fight. 

The correspondent talked with a 
dozen of the American wounded in 
their hospital cots. Every one of them 
was anxious to tell of some deed of 
heroism or other performed by his 
fellows, but displayed great modesty 
regarding his own exploits. One youth, 
whose home is near Savannah, , and 
who looked to be not more than 18 
years old, told this story: 

„„I was in the front line when it 
seemed like every shell in the world 
started coming our way. Where the 
Germans got them is more than I 
know. I never believed that many ex- 
isted. One burst near where I was. 

A piece hit a fellow on the other 
side of me who came from Texas. The 
corporal picked him up in his arms 
and started with him for a first aid 
station in the midst of a perfect show- 
er of dirt and mud which was being 
kicked up. I don’t know whether he 
ever got there or not. 

“By that time I got into a machine 
gun e lacement with another cor- 
poral, whose home is in. Missouri, leav- 
ing my rifle outside. Things got so 
hot we decided to try to get to a steel 
shelter at the end of a ne. 

“The corporal went firs ut a few 
feet away a shell exploded almost on 
him and killed him. I stepped out and 
saw that my rifle had been blown to 
pieces. This left me defenseless, so I 
started in another direction hoping to 
find a rifle or a pistol, because I knew 
the Germans would be around soon. 
About the same time a piece of shell 
hit me on the left side, and down I 
went. A sergeant yelled an order for 
me to go to a first aid station. 

J was just approaching the station 
in the rear of two stretcher-bearing 
teams who were proceeding bent over, 
to escape if possible, the flying pieces 
of shell, when a shell plumped down 
on top of the station, exploded, and 
wiped it out. A piece of rock hit me 
in the head. When I woke up some 
stretcher-bearer had me, hauling me 
over the shell holes. 

Praise for Red Cross Workers. 

“I’ve sure got to hand it to those men 
with the Red Cross on their arms. They 
all worked like dogs in that hell out 
there. They seemed to have but one 
idea-—to do their duty—and apparently 
cared nothing for their own livés while 
doing it. They were game right to the 
core.“ 

In this connection it may be said 
that there are a certain number of 
men who wear the Red Cross whose 
names are on the casualty list. 

An artilleryman from New Jersey 
psig: what happened in the gun 
pits. 

‘T was asleep in the dugout when 
the fun began,” he said. “‘We ran out 
to the gun. The shells were raining 
down all around. Then came the order 
for a barrage, and we let them have 
it. Ons shell hit near the pit and loos- 
ened the logs overhead. After that 
every time we fired the concussion 
brought down one or two logs. Mud, 
stones and pieces of shell came in at 
the front. ive spokes were knocked 
from one wheel of the carriage and the | 
gun muzzle was nicked. Two or three 
men were slightly hit and laid away 
at the end of the pit while the rest of 
us kept on firing. , 

“Suddenly a piece of steel came 
through the gun shield which I was 
behind and hit me in the shoulder. 
About that time we were all carried 
to the dressing station, and here I am. 
I don’t mind this wound, but I hope to 
the Lord it gets well soon, so that I 
can get back with my outfit.“ 

Praise for Dead U. 8. Captain. 

All the infantrymen asked questions 
regarding the fate of their comrades. 
Keen distress was displayed by all the

the captain who was killed. One of 
them said: | 

"He was a fine officer, and, believe 
me, he took care of his men.

A Kansas man who was in the fight 
said the last he saw of the captain he 
was kneeling alongside a spitting ma- 
chine gun and blazing away at the 
Germans with his own automatic pis- 
tol.
